MARINES SAID TO HAVE 
LANDED GUNS ON QUEMOY 


Americans Reported to Have Left After 
Leaving 8-Inch Howitzers for 
Use by Nationalists. 


TAIPEI, Formosa, Sept. 30 
(UPI)}—United States Marines 
landed on Quemoy with eight- 
inch howitzers and turned them 
over to Nationalist Chinese 
artillerymen, informed sources 
in Taipei said today. 

The sources said the marines 
landed the self-propelled eight- 
inchers at night about 10 days 
ago and set them: in position 
where Nationalist gunners 
could reply to Red: artillery 
that has pounded the Quemoy’s 


‘since Aug. 23. 


The sources emphasized that 
the United States marines did 
not fire the howitzers on Que- 
moy. They delivered. the how- 
itzers to pre-trained National- 
ist gun crews and withdrew 
from the island.

The American-supplied weap- 
ons, described as highly ac-

The big howitzers were de- 
livered by United States Navy 
landing craft and were brought 
from Okinawa because the Na- 
tionalists’ smaller and less ac- 
curate 105 and 155-millimeter 
artillery was no match for the 
Communist guns, the informed 
sources said. The 105s and 155s 
are conventional artillery of a 
United States Army division. 


The eight-inchers scored one 
of their first Quemoy victories 
on Sept. 26 when they blew 
up a Communist ammunition 
dump across one of the narrow 
necks of water separating the 
Quemoy island complex from 
Red territory. 

The Defense Ministry an- 
nounced that the Communist 
‘guns had fired 8137 shells into 
the Quemoy islands up to 6

Quesada, 54 years old, re- 
ceived a recess appointment, 
subject to Senate confirmation 
when Congress meets in Jan- 
uary, His agency will absorb 
the Civilian Aeronuatics Ad- 
ministration, as well as the Air- 
ways Modernization Board 
which Quesada now heads, and 
take over part of the functions 
of the Civil Aeronautics Board. 

As administrator, Quesada 
will receive a salary of $22,500 
a year. That is a $1500 increase 
over what he receives at pres- 
ent.

The charge arose from an 
altercation Nov. 13, 1956 on 
the steps of the Page boule- 
vard police station. Londe 
scuffled with Doherty and 
tective Robert Richters 
suffered a broken jaw and rib 
injuries. 

Doherty testified he, Rich- 
ters and Detective Edward 
Boni arrested Londe at a fill- 
ing station at Rosedale avenue 
and Skinker boulevard shortly 
before the incident. They took 
him to the Page station, he 
said. 

Télls of ‘Commotion.’ 

“I got out of the police: car 
and proceeded into the panties | 
with Londe and Richters be- 


court,

“Londe was cursing. I ran 
down the steps ahd pulled 
Londe off Richters.

Doherty said: he struck the 
prisoner several times about 
the head and body. 

Londe was booked and then 
taken ‘to the police garage for 
transportation to a hospital, 
Doherty said. The police cap- 
tain said no one.struck Londe 
after the encounter on the 
steps. 

Denying defense allegations 
that police had orders to ar- 
rest Londe on ‘sight. Doherty 
said he had seen Londe 60. to 
70 times since his 1955 release 
from prison and had arrested 
him only “two or three times.” 

Wanted for Questioning. 

On cross-examination, de- 
fense attorney Irl Baris at- 
tempted. to show that Londe 
was- arrested without cause. 
Doherty insisted Londe was 
wanted for questioning about a 
burglary and some bullet holes 
which had been found in an 
automobile belonging to Ken- 
neth Berresheim, a St. Louis 
hoodlum who is now listed as 
missing. 

Doherty denied any knowl- 
edge of reports he or any other 
officer had warnéd Londe to 
“get out of town.” Baris in- 
troduced a police report in- 
dicating such an order had 
been issued by some one, 

In an opening statement to 
a jury of 12 men yesterday, 
Baris said he intended to 
prove Doherty ‘struck Londe 
without provocation and gave 
orders for Richters and 
to “work him over.” 

Richters. testified he escort- 
ed Londe to the station--while 
Doherty. and Boni rode be- 
hind them in a police car. 

While ascending the steps af 
the station, Richters said, 
de suddenly turned, grab 
his neck, and threatened to. ki 
him and his family. : 

“I grabbed him about «the 
body with my arms, and» we 
rolled dewn the concrete steps 
to the sidewalk,” Rickters said. 

“Capt. Doherty then came 


off me. Londe made a grab 
for Doherty’s — holster and

The 
plan to make segregated private schools out 
of public schools is just such deceit. . The 
court has ruled before this that states can- 
not support so-called “‘private” organizations 
for purposes outlawed by the Constitution. 
Thus the whole foundation of massive re- 
sistance to school integration is collapsible. 


This is advance notice to Arkansas and 
Virginia from the Suprethe Court because, 
teehnically, the private school question has 
not yet come before the court. It has only 
gone so far as the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals, in which Judge Harvey M. John- 
sem has granted a temporary restraining 
order against Little Rock’s plan to lease pub- 
lic schools to a private corporation. 

The Omaha ruling has thrown the Faubus- 
ites into confusion. Little Rock’s school 
board has agreed to heed the order, so the 
schools remain closed in the Arkansas capital. 

While the appeals court has not. finally 
acted on the private school issue, the §u- 
preme Court has established clear. guidance 
with its “no evasion” statement. Arkansas 
and the South cannot have publicly-supported 
and segregated private schools. 

Thus the South has come face to face with 
the inevitable question: does it want to go 
back to the old and\ costly system of private 
education for the few who can afford it? Or 
does it want public schools, open to all?

When a big union and a major airline lock 
horns over just what limitations of pulchri- 
tude are to prevail in an office instead, of 
settling the dollars and hours issue, it is 
something different.

Now the Fifth Republic 


France has turned decisively away from the 
weak parliamentary system of its Fourth Re- 
public. Whether it will now go to an opposite 
extreme of executive supremacy is up to Pre- 
mier Charles de Gaulle, who will proclaim the 
Fifth Republic next Sunday. 

The results of Sunday’s referendum were a 
personal victory for De Gaulle, and gave him 


more power than any French leader since 


Napoleon III. Nearly 85 per cent of the elec- 
torate in France went to the polls and ap- 
proved the Gaullist Constitution by almost 4 
to 1: This is in contrast to the 1946 vote in 
which only 35 per cent of the electorate ap- 
proved the old Constitution and nearly a third 
did not vote. 

A decade of faltering leadership, economic 
troubles and war led France to turn to its 
wartime hero almost as to a last resort. Un- 
doubtedly he was helped by the undiplomatic 
statement of Russian Premier Khrushchev, 
who warned France of Fascist dictatorship. 

Having adopted a new Constitution, how- 
ever, the Fifth Republic must wait to deter- 
mine «precisely what it means. It has given 
De Gaulle authority to write the election laws 
which will shape the new parliament. It has 
given De Gaulle license to become president 
of the new republic and to shape the vague 
but extensive powers of that office, including 
the power to dissolve parliament. And ‘it has 


given Premier de Gaulle a mandate to shape

Not Much Fan Mail 


The Eisenhower “Administration insists it 
will not determine its foreign policy on the 
basis of letters from the public, but it' is un- 
usually sensitive about that mail. 

In a routine check at the State Department, 
The New York Times learned that about 80 
per cent of the letters received there opposed 


American involvement over Quemoy and Mat- 


su. This shook Vice President Nixon. He 
accused some unnamed subordinate of “a de 
liberate effort to undercut the Secretary. of 
State.” Then both he and Secretary Dulles 
sought to discount the significance of the 
mail, Finally the State Department said -the 
published figure on criticism was “exagger- 
ated” but would give no 


figure. 
As an exercise in frankness or logic, these. 


statements about the mail rank with the Far 
Eastern policy which much of that mail obvi- 
ously criticizes. If it does not matter how 
many letters are critical, why not tell the 
people how many letters are critical? If the 


‘matter: is unimportant, why charge that it is

After International Protest 

After an outcry abroad and-a protest from 
Secretary of State Dulles, Gov. James E. Fol- 
som of Alabama has commuted the death sen- 
tence of Jimmy Wilson to life imprisonment. 
Wilson was convicted of robbing an elderly 
widow of $1.95 in a burglary at night, which 
is a capital crime in Alabama. The state 
argued that attempted violence was involved 
and that Wilson‘ had a criminal ecard; the

NEW YORK, Sept. 30. 

RUSH, RUSH, RUSH. That’s the trouble with this 
generation. No time for sober reflection. The recent 
television presentation of “Harvey” presents ah excellent 
example. The darned thing has been reviewed to death 
since before it opened. 

“Harvey” was reviewed in advance of the actual show 
by critics who were scattered at various vantage points 
around the Columbia Broadcasting System. It was frankly 
an experiment, and I think a very bad one for any one 
of a number of reasons. For one, the critics were seeing 
a. rehearsal and not even a real dress rehearsal. More 
importantly, it was asking actors to get up once for the 
eritics, again for the home audience—a tough proposition. 
Most importantly, if the thing had been clobbered (which 
it wasn’t, though not all critics were equally enthusiastic), 
it would have been a terrible thing for the actors to live 
down during the performance. 


All these thoughts occurred to me before the 
event, but one additional and terribly significant 
thing teok place after the preview criticism—and 
this had never occurred to me at all. The fact was 
—at least among the small. sample of people I 
taiked to—the advance criticisms didn’t whet 
appetites at all; they tended instead to slake the 
appetite. One young lady I know who had intended 

é, te look at “Harvey” said the advance reviews 
(and she had read only good ones) satisfied her 
curiosity and she went on to other things. A couple 
of other people I talked to said the show was an 
anti-climax after the notices. It was almost like 
seeing samething that had already taken place. 


David Susskind, the producer, has declared that the 
advance notices stimulated the interest that gave “Harvey” 
its husky rating of 28.9 but I doubt this. In the first 
place, 28.9 isn’t that great a rating. In the second, the 
show was the first big one of the season with no appre- 
eiable opposition. Thirdly, it was well publicized even 
without the prior notices. _ . é 

I have quarreled for years with the idea that people 
only read notices to guide them to the best plays or books 
or movies. If this were true; TV criticism’ is indeed 
idiotic. But I don’t think so. I think people read reviews 


for the fun of it. If they’ve seen the show, they’d like to . 


confirm or confound their opinions. If they haven’t, they’d 
like to see what they missed. Even when and if—please 
forbid—the whole industry goes to tape, advance notices 
are going to take some of the fun and surprise and 
unexpectedness out of TV’s perennial first nights. And just 
wait till a couple of programs get massacred in advance. 
After that, the prior notice will be hurriedly abandoned.
